T he low' wage is ail 
th e m ore su rp risin g in view' of the 
skilled labor involved. 
T h ere is a possibility of advance­ 
m ent, to be sure. A fter fifteen years 
of service the p o rter m ay be raised 
to $30 a m onth, w ith occasional sm all 
bonuses for a good record, and the 
industrial relations 
com m ission has 
discovered one v eteran 
p o rter w'ho, 
a fte r twenty-one y e a rs’ service, gets 
$42 a m onth. But even th a t doesn’t 
leave m uch to support a fam ily and 
buy a hom e and establish a savings 
fund ag ain st old age, afte r th e por­ 
te r has paid for his m eals and inci­ 
d ental expenses on the road. 
I 
should be noted, too, 
that the 
p o rte r’s life is a hard one. H e is on 
th e job—in theory at least—day an d 
night. He is n ever supposed to sleep 
on a given run. If the trip tastes two 
or th re e or four days, it doesn’t m a t­ 
ter. It’s tw'enty-four hours a day for 
him, except betw een trips.

Matters of Interest Picked Un From 
Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo* 
erat Readers. 


T he testimony of experts occupied 
the time of the state public service 
commission at Jefferson 
City Tues­ 
day in the matter of the application 
of the main line 
railroads 
for in­ 
creased freight, passenger 
find bag* 
gage rates. 
Assistant 
General Auditor 
John­ 
son, ot the Missouri Pacific, gave tes­ 
timony showing that it costs the rail­ 
roads about two and one-half tinges 
as much to handle state freight as 
interstate, and the cost of the state 
passenger service 
is 
about 23 per 
cent greater than 
interstate passen­ 
gers. 
The estimates of the experts of the 
commission do not agree with these 
figures. They contend that in appor­ 
tioning their railroad 
operating ex­ 
penses Missouri is very much over­ 
charged, and if the same methods are 
used on a system extending into oth­ 
er 
states 
the 
operating 
expenses 
would be two or three times as great. 
Judge Kennish, of the commission, 
asked Mr. Johnson if he could sup­ 
ply the commission with the operat­ 
ing expenses and the charges made 
by the railroads in other states in a 
class with Missouri or nearly so. 
Mr. Johnson said it would require 
a week or ten days to supply this in­ 
formation, but stated that he would 
lurnish it. 
Much of the testimony 
was technical and had to do with the 
relations of costly terminals 
to the 
entire system of a road. 
The delegation from 
the commer­ 
cial clubs of the state, named at a 
meeting held at Moberly to render 
assistance to the roads in their ef­ 
fort to secure higher rates, did not 
materialize when the 
hearing open­ 
ed. 
Members of the commission stated 
some days ago that 
if 
any. of the 
representatives 
of 
the commercial 
bodies of the state 
possessed infor- 
nation 
bearing 
upon 
rates 
they 
would be welcomed, but that such in­ 
formation would 
liavo

Do not think it is a waste to feed 
such feed when there isn t anything 
but dry hay of seine kind to feed on. 
On the latter, the cow can barely 
maintain her flesh,‘much less keep up 
the milk supply. 
When we have good clover hay and 
alfalfa, not so much of the bran, fine 
feed or meal is required, as both, when 
cured properly, are very strong feeds 
and cattle thrive on them. 
I am not going to attempt to give 
the amount that should be fed, as I 
leave that for the dairyman to decide 
for himself. 
What I wish to impress 
upon the reader’s mind is this: The 
necessity of having on hand always a 
liberal supply of bran, meal, fine feed, 
etc., to go with the dry hay or corn 
fodder, which is generally of an in­ 
ferior quality, fed at this season of the 
year. 
Without the above feed mentioned, 
it. is impossible for the dairyman to 
obtain good results during the season 
when cattle are not pastured.

Cattle have been dehorned since 
#bout 1790. The operation sometimes 
is performed to remove horns that are 
broken or otherwise injured, but most 
frequently it Is to prevent horned ani­ 
mals from injuring one another. Usu­ 
ally it is considered justifiable on ac­ 
count of the benefits that are derived 
from the operation. 
The growth of horns on calves may 
be prevented entirely by the liberal 
use of a strong solution of ordinary 
lye; or if the use of a solution is not 
desirable it can be purchased at drug 
stores in the form of sticks known as 
caustic potash. 
Tins should be ap­ 
plied immediately after birth to the 
place where the horn makes its ap­ 
pearance. 
Care should be exercised 
when using this remedy because the 
lye will eat away all the skill with 
which it comes in contact. 
Various kinds of instruments are 
used for the removal of the horns of 
older animals. 
If ail ordinary saw is 
used it should be sharp and fine, as 
this lessens the danger of splintering 
the bones of the head during the oper­ 
ation. 
If a large number of animals 
are dehorned, quicker and safer work 
can be done with a “dehorning in­ 
strument.” 
This can be purchased 
of any veterinary supply company for 
$7.50 to $10. 
It is best not to dehorn during the 
fly season. 
Sometimes the horn is 
cut close to the head aud cavities are 
opened which become filled with mag­ 
gots if flies are prevalent. 
The ani­ 
mal suffers intensely, if this happens, 
and there is a rapid loss in condition. 
If cavities are accidentally exposed 
a small piece of cotton, smeared with 
tar, may be applied to the wound and 
held in place by means of a bandage 
around the head. .This also is of great 
value if excessive bleeding follows the 
operation. 
If maggots gain entrance 
to the cavities of the head they should 
be washed out with a weak, watery 
solution of ordinary dip.

Judge Divelbiss, who has been in­ 
strumental in uncovering 
$8,000,000 
worth of untaxed 
wealth 
in 
Hay, 
Clay and Carroll counties, made the 
fine heavy on account of the repeat­ 
ed offense. 
In 1913, when Judge Divelbiss w'as 
starting his campaign against the tax- 
dodgers, Stanley gave in practically 
no personal property. 
He w'as in­ 
dicted, charged with having evaded 
the payment of taxes by buying a 
draft for $33,566.16 a few' days before 
June I, and having deposited it again 
after assessment time in local banks. 
On arraignment he 
confessed 
to 
having $9,000 more in St. Louis, the 
proceeds of the sale of bonds of the 
Japanese government. 
At that time 
he was fined $200 and costs. 
Last June his personal assessment 
took another slump. He reported $30 
in m o n ey . The grand j,ury Investigat­ 
ed his case again and summoned the 
cashiers of St. Louis banking firms. 
Stanley was indicted again, this tin e 
the indictment charging the hiding of 
$43,000 in St. Louis.

Washington, D. C., April 14.—Pres­ 
ident Wilson does not approve of mak* 
ing the liquor question a political is­ 
sue. He is a firm believer in local op­ 
tion and the right of communities to 
govern themselves. 
The president’s 
position 
became 
known yesterday through 
the 
reap­ 
pearance of a letter written by him 
on May I, 1911, to the Rev. Thomas 
Ll. Shannon, of Newark, N. J. At the 
time Mr. Wilson was governor of New 
Jersey. 
Although no statement has come 
from the president recently on the 
subject, it is said his attitude has not 
changed. The letter is considered of 
importance, in view' of Secretary of 
State Bryan’s efforts to inject the li­ 
quor issue into Iowa democratic party 
politics . It w'ould indicate a wide dif­ 
ference of opinion in the matter be­ 
tween 
the 
president and his chief 
cabinet officer. 


London, April 14.—ll. M. Hyndman, 
the veteran socialist of Great Britain, 
has sent a letter to M. Clemenceau, 
the French socalist leader and editor 
of L’Homme Enehaine, in which he 
says that he believes if all the British 
socialists, including the Fabians, were 
to put the question to a vote, a large 
majority would declare for war to the 
finish. 
Heir Hardie, Ramsey 
Macdonald 
and W. C. Anderson, al! members of 
parliament, and Bruce Glaser have 
produced the impression abroad, says 
Hyndman, that British socialists op­ 
pose the w'ar almost to the extent of 
being pro-German. But he denied that 
these men whom he calls the “Scot­ 
tish peace-at-any-price gang,” have 
any influence outside of the independ­ 
ent labor party, and even in that, he 
claims, their influence is small. 
He 
explains: 
“There its not a shadow’ of doubt 
that the overwhelming 
majortv 
of 
workers in this island are on the side 
of the wit*. Hundreds of; thousands of 
the two million soldiers now with the 
colors are not unskilled and ill paid 
workers, but from \Jie ranks of trade 
unionists . There are enlisted no few­ 
er than 200,000 miners, whose wages 
at the time of their enlistment were 
eight shillings a day.”
